“BOSTON - Amid protesters on both sides of the gay marriage 
issiies, state legislators voted twice Tuesday to advance a pro- 
bowed amendment banning future same-sex marriages. Nearly all 
thé representatives of Tewksbury and Wilmington voted not to 
advance the amendment to the next session, save Representative 
James Miceli. The measure, needing just 50 votes, received 62 in

‘The proposed amendment defines marriage as between one man 
and one woman and, if adopted, would ban future, but not impact 
existing, same-sex marriages. Beacon Hill met in a Constitutional 
Convention Tuesday afternoon, the last day of the session, where 
a, vote on the matter was taken without debate, The first vote 
Passed 61 to 132, needing only a quarter of the combined House 
and Senate to keep it alive another year and bring the amendment 


to the 2008 ballot.

Explosions 
and fires 


Wilmington firefighters had a busy Friday 


WILMINGTON -:A combina- 
tion of luck and talented emer- 
gency personnel saved a 
Federal Street house on Friday 
afternoon, Emergency crews 
began the afternoon, however, 
on Ballardvale Street. 

At 2:02 p.m., firefighters 
responded to a report of an 
explosion at Beacon Power 
Corporation, located at 234 
Ballardvale Street. 

According to its website, 
“Beacon Power designs and 
manufactures power conver- 
sion and sustainable energy 
storage systems for the distrib- 
uted generation, renewable 
energy, and backup power mar- 
kets.” 


The company's flywheel ener- 
gy storage system draws ener- 
gy from a primary source and 
then stores it within the fly- 
wheel, which spins at approxi- 
mately 20,000 rotations per 
minute. If the primary energy 
source is cut, the flywheel sys" 
tem, which is essentially a 


kinetic/mechanical _ battery, 
acts as a generator. 
During the testing process of 


one of its products, an explo- 
sion occurred. The explosion 
impacted roughly a 50-foot by 
50-foot area, though the concus- 
sion traveled further, even dis- 
torting metal wall studs. 

“The damage at ground zero 
was substantial,” said Fire

Space quickly becoming an issue 


In 1998, an evaiuation of the 
cemetery's plot sales revealed 
that space was quickly dwin- 
dling and that the cemetery 
would likely reach full capacity 
within seven years. That fall, 
the Cemetery Commission 
voted to implement a moratori- 
um on pre-need plot sales in an 
effort to preserve graves for 
Wilmington families as their 
need arose. The Commission 
also called for the development 
of a comprehensive expansion 
plan to accommodate the 
future needs of the town. 

Phase I of the project impact- 
ed the area surrounding the 
cemetery's storage garage off 
of Cypress Avenue and resulted 
in an increase of between 240 
and 250 plots. 

The current work, being done 
as Phase II of the project, is 
concentrated in the northeast 
corner of the cémetery in the 
veterans' section. Upon com- 
pletion, DPW Superintendent 
Donald Onusseit expects Phase 
TI to yield approximately 70 4 
grave plots, 70 2-grave plots, 
and 20 to 30 single grave plots. 
Phase II work includes the con- 
struction of a roadway for 
hearses to access the new plots. 
The work is located in an area 
that had been set-aside for 
Veterans, but the new plots will 
not be reserved solely for 
Veterans. Veterans’ plots, how-

“Even with the work being 
done, we will still have approxi- 
mately 320 plots for Veterans,” 
Onusseit said. “Even after 
Wildwood Cemetery reaches 
capacity we will still have room 
for our Veterans.” 

Onusseit expects Phase II to 
be complete and ready for use 
by the spring of 2008, or even as 
early as fall of 2007 if the mild 
weather conditions continue 
into this winter. 

Phase III, which is scheduled 
to commence in 2008, will 
impact the western section of 
the cemetery. 

Making the best use of the 
land within the existing ceme- 
tery is only the first step in 
addressing the long-term prob- 
lem of space constraints. Had 
the expansion project not been 
undertaken at all, and the 
moratorium on advance sales 
not been established, Wildwood 
Cemetery would already be at 
capacity. The expansion pro- 
ject will successfully delay the 
inevitable by roughly 25 years. 

“We really have to think of the 
future - meaning another loca- 
tion,” Onusseit said

Before your time

The past isn't dead. It isn't even past. (William Faulkner) 


Let me start by saying that 
we're a family of grave keep- 
ers. How dated that must 
sound to the “ME” generation. 
The tradition of decorating 
gare has been slowly eroding 
for decades. Our busy little 
lives leave no time for any- 
thing beyond work and house- 
hold responsibilities. Oh, I 
almost forgot, and TV. When 
people do visit the cemetery 
they're more apt to be dog- 
walking, bike-riding or jog- 


ging. 

Personally I find cemeteries 
to be somewhat like big out- 
door libraries - quiet, thought- 
provoking, filled with interest- 
ing, sometimes curious mes- 
sages; statements and personal 
histories however brief, still 
worth reading. The unwritten 
rule that one should be hushed 
and unobtrusive is also similar 
to libraries. 

Walking through any ceme- 
tery, over hallowed ground, 
knowing that this is the final 
resting place, has a tranquiliz- 
ing effect that puts everything 
back in perspective. 

The most well-known ceme- 
tery in this country is, for sure, 
Arlington National Cemetery. 
No one visits our nation's capi- 
tol without visiting Arlington. 
Locally the Old Granary 
Burial Ground, Copps Hill and 
of course, Kings Chapel come 
to mind. But did you know that 
Mount Auburn Cemetery in 
Cambridge, a National 
Historic Landmark, was the 
first large scale designed land- 
scape “garden cemetery” in 
this country? Founded in 1831, 
Mount Auburn Cemetery was 
the first cemetery to foster an 
accepting attitude toward 
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death as a “sleeping place” 
and also as an inspirational 
place for the living, with 
rolling hills and elaborate 
ornamental planting, monu- 
ments, fountains and chapels. 
Today Mount Auburn 
Cemetery is a 175-acre arbore- 
tum with over 5000 trees (700 
species and varieties) and 
thousands of shrubs and 
plants, with more than ten 
miles of roads and paths lined 
with formal gardens, natural 
woodlands, ponds and open 
space. It was Mount Auburn 
Cemetery's picturesque land- 
scaping that led to the estab- 
lishment of America's public 


parks. 

For me, to walk through 
Mount Auburn Cemetery is to 
be gripped with a sense of rev- 
erence and pride. Many distin- 
guished and significant people, 
the Boston Brahmins and the 
Harvard elite, those who 
shaped our country, are buried 
there. How privileged we are 
to live in the Boston area 
where the greatness of our his- 
torical ancestors continues to 
permeate our local culture. 

Here are some of the grave- 
stones, crypts and tombs of 
notables I located on my last 
visit (maps and other helpful 
material can be found at the 
Entrance Gate and office): 

Isabella Stewart Gardner, 
Buckminster Fuller, Charles 
Bullfinch, Mary Baker Eddy, 
Fannie Farmer, Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, Henry Cabot 
Lodge, James Russell Lowell, 
George Angell. - 

Needless to say, Mount 
Auburn Cemetery is not a 
place you visit just once. If 


you feel that an “introduction” 
sounds more practical though, 
the Friends of the Mount 
Auburn Cemetery offer guided 
walking tours and lectures 
throughout the year. But if you 
see yourself as the more 
adventurous type, pick up a 
map, spend a few minutes plot- 
ting your route and enjoy the 
freedom to wander and mean- 
der and to follow your interests 
and inclinations. But remem- 
ber, Mount Auburn Cemetery 
is still an active burial ceme- 
tery and a “sacred site” where 
visitors are expected to follow 
the rules of etiquette. No bikes 
or motorcycles are permitted, 
no dogs, no picnics, no jogging, 
no rollerblading - in other 
words, act respectful and civi- 
lized. A more detailed and 
longer list of rules can be 
found at the office. 

While roaming around Mount 
Auburn Cemetery one day last 
fall, I stopped in the middle of 
a crossroad turning my map 
this way and that way. At the 
same time I noticed a man 
dressed in work clothes doing 
the same thing. We struck up 
a conversation. He was an out- 
side contractor, an arborist by 
trade, who occasionally was 
called, usually in the Spring 
and Fall, when the work load 
was heavy and his expertise 
was needed. Everyday, after 
having lunch, he told me he 
spent the rest of his lunch time 
tracking down grave sites on 
his list. He said Mount Auburn 
Cemetery held a special fasci- 
nation for him, a history lesson 
combined with fresh air, exer- 
cise and some deep thinking. 1 
took a look at his map - the 
folds were beginning to split, 


the print was smudged, notes 

and check marks were every- 

where. A beautiful sight!

“We were successful thanks to 
a lucky series of events and 
good firefighters,” Stewart said.

Lisa Barstow, a spokesperson 
for the group 
VoteOnMarriage.org, stated in 
a phone interview that, “If this 
amendment were to go to go 
before the voters in 2008 and 
approved in 2008, it would not 
have any impact on existing 


same sex marriages.” The 


voters have the right to vote on 
the issue and protest Beacon 
Hill's previous stalling tactics. 
If accepted by voters, the 
amendment clarifies marriage 
in the constitutional language 
as between one man and one 
woman; an ambiguity noted by 
the SJC as the foundation for 
allowing gay marriage in 
Massachusetts, the only state 
allowing the practice.

real match for all six minutes. 
There’s no down time.” 

In the beginning of the final 
match, Sughrue had a hard 
time figuring out Kennedy, 
before he started to dominate 
the match later on.

doesn’t. 

"(McCune) has just worked 
real hard. Jim’s very dedicat- 
ed. He just runs the program 
the way he wants to run it: He’s 
an intense guy," noted Woods, 
himself no stranger to intensi- 
ty. "He’s been here 18 years, 
and I’ve been with him for all 
18 along with the rest of the 
coaches." 


That says something about 
McCune. No one sticks around 
if the program is constantly in 
flux and guys stop believing 
that hard work won’t lead to 

Woods sees another important 
element to the McCune system 
that has racked up all those 
victories. 

"He's fair. He tells you just the 
way it.is. There’s going to be 
some work, but it’s always been 
just about the kids,” said 
Woods. 

Humility. When a guy reaches 
300 wins coaching anything, 
humility is often a tough com- 
modity to come by. 

After last week’s milestone, 
there were no presentations, no 
individual celebrations, 
McCune just shook some 
hands, watched as his kids took 
home their hardware, and 
headed for the locker room. No 
fanfare. No brass bands. Just 
another day at the basketball 
office for McCune and his 
team. 

This is just the way that 
McCune and his team wants it. 
Even people at the top of the 
competitive chain weren't 
walking around talking about 
This Day in WHS History.

There was not even a real 
rush to check the record books. 
Volunteer assistant Maiella 
was in no hurry to book the 
parade, although the smile on 
his face after the game said it 
all.

faithful. Was Joe running out to 
check the record for sure? 
Hardly. "We've just got to 
check the books — maybe 
tonight or sometime this week.

Stoneham’s Kopeks 
Tsunami efforts go on

Walter and Somsong Kopek are still splitting their time between Stoneham and Bangkok, Thailand 
and the local couple is still working hard after two years to aid relief efforts to the youngest victims 
of the tsunami that hit the southwest Asian area on December 26, 2004. 


People in the United States have a 


decimates an area such as 
Katrina did to Louisiana and 
Mississippi. One can only imag- 
ine the work that is needed to 
rebuild in an area such as the 
southwest coast of Thailand 
that does not have the resources 
that are available in the United 
States. 

Walter Kopek said, “From an 
economic point of view, tourism 
is a big part of the economy in 
that area of the country, and it 
is rebounding.” 

He — that during a 
recent tour he took of the south- 
east coast of Thailand, the area 
hardest hit by the tsunami, it 
was difficult to get a room, 
Another sign of the economic 
rebound is chains such as 
Sheraton Hotels, which were 
ever in the area before, are 
starting to build there. 

“Housing is a different situa- 
tion,” Kopek said. 

Another factor is the psycho- 
logical effects on the adults and 
the children that survived the 
disaster. Some adults, who, in 
the past made their living from 
fishing are afraid to go near the 
water and children who are now 
orphaned or otherwise home- 
less are finding it difficult to 
cope. 


Becduse of the aqua phobia, as described 
by Dr. Sunyaratana Ratjatawan (Dr. Ton), 
many of the former fishermen are now shying 


away from the sea. 


In his white paper, “The 
Need for Long Term Help,” Dr. 
Ton states; “Where. once there 
was a family of fishermen, now 
they are working in construe- 
tion or doing other land related 
work. I find that the children 
are adapting faster to going 
back to the water than their 
adult counterparts.” 

According to Kopek, a group 
of people known as Mogen, a 
nomadic seafaring people, are 
suffering the worst of the 
effects. These nomads of the 
ocean are not officially recog- 
nized by the government and 
therefore are getting no eco- 
nomic help. 

On the bright side for the 
Mogen, many of the people were 
able to escape the worst effects 
of the tsunami by what is 
thought to be an extra sense 
that prepared them for the com- 
ing of the tidal wave. 

Although on different levels, 


feeling for how long it takes to rebuild after a natural disaster 


the Kopeks and Dr. Ton are 
working closely with the Duang 
Prateep Foundation (DPF) and 
with the group's new orphanage, 
Baan Tham Namebai, which 
opened in August in Baan Phru 
Teavy in 
Phang Nga 
District. 
Phang Nga is 
one of the 
areas that 
suffered the heaviest hit from 
the tsunami. 

“We work a lot with helping 
to get funding for the orphan- 
age,” Kopek said, during an 
international telephone inter- 
view. “Last year we donated 
money for musical instruments 
for the children in the house.” 

However, the Kopek's do 
much more than just donate. 
Walter was one of the first vol- 
unteers on the scene as soon as 
he could get transportation to 
the affected area and both he 
and Somsong provide trans- 
portation for shipping of art 
work being sold to benefit the 
tsunami victims. 

The artwork consists of 
designs drawn by the children of 
the tsunami and transferred 
onto hand-bags, tote bags and 
other articles for sale through- 
out the world. The shipping is 
done through Somsong's 
import/export business and 


administration for the sales is 
done by DPF. 

“Everything (money 
brought in from sales) that is 
earmarked for the effort goes to 
the effort,” Walter said. “There 
are no administration costs (in 
the United States) and on the 
Thai side the foundation funds 
the administration costs.” 

More information can be 
found about the products by 
going to www.dpf.or.th/eng 
(because of a recent earth- 
quake in Taiwan, communica- 
tions on this link are slow) and 
click onto Tsunami Crafts. 
Prices are listed in baths, the 
national currency of Thailand, 
and 36 bahts equal a dollar. 

According to Kopek, 28 chil- 
dren now live in the home full- 
time. However, the facility also 
serves as a day-care communi- 
ty center for several hundred 
other children in the area. 

Kopek explained that the 
homes director, Rotjana 
Thraesrithong, has a philoso- 
phy of not doing for the child 
bat to teach the children how to 
do for themselves. He also 
noted that like other homes in 
the area, this one will soon be 
self-sufficient, with gardens to 
grow their own food and be able 
to maintain themselves. 

Kopek said, “The need is 
still there to provide a proper 
environment for the children to 
grow up in. They still need edu- 
cation, skills and training.”

Tourism plays a big role in the economy in that area of the country, and according to Walter 


Kopek, it is rebounding. 


Thus one of the goals at the 
home is to keep the children in 
school. With the education and 
training they receive, the chil- 
dren will have a good chance at 
getting a prestigious job in the 
flourishing tourist facilities, 

“They need language train- 
ing vell as skills (for those 
jobs),” Kopek said. 

For his part Dr. Ton is work- 
ing to help the children and 
adults deal with their emotional 
needs. In his white paper, Dr. 
Ton wrote: “The orphans are all 
children who have no one to 
care for them due to lives lost 
during the tsunami. 

“The youngsters receive 
round the clock care from DPF 
staff, ninety percent of whom 
are themselves Tsunami. vic- 
tims: Dining the recruitment 
process local villagers were 
selected as they know best the 
local dialect, the people and the 
specific culture of the area. 
Staff members have also indi- 
cated that by working for the 
DPF, they are themselves 
receiving the therapy they 
need. By helping others who 
have suffered what they have 


suffered, they are going 
through the basic self-healing 
process. 


“The symptoms that are 
exhibited by those who have 
survived the tsunami include 
the following; 1. Depression, 2. 
Post Traumatic Stress Disorder, 
3. Survival Guilt, 4. Phobia, 5. 
Mass Hallucination, 6. 

Substance/Alcohol Abuse, 
and 7. Anxiety, just to name off 
the major cases within our 
area. These symptoms are visi- 
bly present in people of all 
ages; we have seen them in chil- 
dren as young as three to elder- 
ly in their eighties.” 

Both Dr. Ton and Kopek cite 
cases they have observed where 
bouts of depression can be 
caused in the children by sim- 
ple events such as a Mother's 
Day Celebration (celebrated in 
August in Thailand) or by a 
birthday, In his paper Dr. Ton 
notes that these events can 


bring memories to one or more 
of the children of a happier 
time when they were surround- 
ed by loved ones, 

The Doctor also cites cases 
of children who have been sud- 
denly awakened in the middle of 
the night by the sound of heavy 
winds driving rain down on the 
roof of the house or shelter they 
are sleeping in. Just as in Post 
Traumatic Stress Syndrome, 
suffered by war veterans, these 
sounds trigger the fears the 
children have to deal with on a 
daily basis. 

According to Kopek, the peo- 


ple in the United States have 
been generous. However, after 
Katrina donations have waned 

He added, “Even though the 
economic impact is recovering 
nicely, there is still a human 
impact, especially with the chil- 
dren who lost family that will 
last for a long time. 

According to the DPF web: 
site, people that can teach arts 
and crafts are needed in the 
relief effort. The website can 
also inform interested parties 
how to donate to the relief 
efforts or to the DPF in gener- 
al.

In the Bible, Jesus is often 

described as "the good shep- 
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: herd, ‘i willing to sacrifice 


himself to protect his sheep, 
or flock. It's difficult to see 
the parallel between Jesus' 
story and the life of Edward 
Wilson, the American intelli- 
gence agent at the center of 
"The Good Shepherd”, the 
story about the creation of 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency, a warm holiday tale 
if there ever was one. Where 
Jesus demonstrated compas- 
sion and love; Wilson is very 
cold and detached. 

Still, Wilson (played by 
Matt Damon) is also a model 
of dedication and service, a 
meticulously groomed, 
always alert robot. Wilson 
seems to be observing his 
own life in the same way he 
might watch a favorite movie 
- never missing a cue or 
favorite line, yet never con- 
necting with anyone he 
meets, 

In "Shepherd," Wilson 
functions as a sort of tour 
guide, taking us through the 
first two decades of the CIA. 
The movie stitches together 
fiction and fact as it moves 
back and forth between the 
fallout from the Bay of Pigs 
fiasco in 1961 and Wilson's 
earlier adventures, which 
began when he was a poetry 
student at Yale in 1939 who 
was recruited to spy on a 
professor named Fredericks 
(Michael Gambon) who was 
suspected of being a Nazi 
sympathizer. 

"Shepherd" was directed 
by Robert De Niro (who also 
makes a couple of brief 
appearances as one of 
Wilson's mentors), and it's 
an offbeat epic, a chronicle 
of espionage and skulldug- 
gery that features little in 
the way of traditional action 
and, at least until the end, 
even less in terms of emo- 
tional drama 

De Niro concentrates on 
the operation of Wilson's 
mind, which has no room for 
sentimentality.

“Town Meeting voted 
appropriations for two school 
repair projects and prepara- 
tion of a school building mas- 
ter plan, a preliminary and 
required step if the town is to 
get any further state funding 
for school improvement pro- 
jects,” notes the Winchester 
edition of the "Daily Times 
Chronicle." 

“However, whether the 
state will reimburse any fur- 
ther school building improve- 
ment projects is surrounded 
in uncertainty. Unless the 
town wants to pay full costs, 
there is a moratorium on 
new school building projects. 

“The repair appropria- 
tions benefit the Lynch 
School, with $600,000 voted to 
replace the remaining por- 
tion of original 1961 roofing 
at the Lynch School and 
$210,000 to abate asbestos at 
that school as well as at the 
Public Safety Building. 

“During discussion of the 
Lynch roof repair, questions 
were asked about state reim- 
bursements for repairs and 
whether the town would be 
better off with a renovation 
rather than a series of piece 
meal repairs. 

“These questions were 
addressed under Article 17 
when Superintendent James 
Marini explained the need 
for a new school building 
master plan. There may or 
may not be state reimburse 
ment for Winchester school 
projects, he said, and the 
town probably will not know 
until December 2007 or later. 

“The town has had a 
school facility master plan 
since the 1990s, and three 
projects have been done 
under that plan - McCall 
Lincoln, and Ambrose 
Ambrose was the first pro 
ject funded under the new 
building stabilization fund 

“The School Department
